That tbe present dUnation hu derel- 


oped without a single disturbance requir- 
ing official action by tbe authorities is 
largely due to the fact that the roving 
class of operatives are so few iu number 
that they cannot exercise any noticeable 
influence in the progress of affairs. 


There is p. general expression of opluiou 


that there would not hare been any strike 
bad » moderate reduction been made. 
There is quite a general expression of be-

FJUBDS IN NORWAY. 


The wonderful exhlbUlou o' glacial moan 


Uln carting known Mthe Yoaemlle Talky 
haa been known to the world a!nee 1850. The 
length of that ralley, or more 
profound coaaui, to six ullee, and lu average 
wldtU three-qoarten ot a utle. It Is bonuded 
by precipitous granite walls, frequently near 
ly vertical, of a height ol irom three to four 
thousand feet. But It U not geuerally kuown 
that Norway contains similar exhibits of ice 
action, equal to the Yoeemlte In depth 
while they are of almost lauuea&urably 
greattter extent. 
The*e chasms are here 


called fjords. 
They differ from the Yosemlte 


chiefly In this respect, that, while the bottom 
of the latter It competed of ooe of Ibe richest 
and moat beautiful of Sierra Nevada moun- 
tain valleys, through which one of the uio:t 
attractive of clear mountain rivers flows, the 
floorj of the Norwegtaa Yosemltes are nearly 
always liquid ones of black salt water—black 
froa eiceusive depth, and also from the 
shadow cast on them by their bounding walls, 
which are from three 10 Blx thousand feet in 
height.

ao-called waterfalli there are more cascades 
than falls. No Norwegian fall nearly equals

lams says, deigned to tread in Ihe peth cleared 
In the wilderness by the man whom we sent 
into exile; but we only old so at the end of a 
!ong and, at tlmea, hard experience. We can 
ilso admit tb&t tbe action of the people of 
Kbode lalaud, prior to the outbreak of the 
War of Ihe Kerolnllon, has not received as 
mnch credit as Its stardineas and independ- 
eDce deserved. 
Tha burning of tbe Gaspee 


was a more courageous proceeding than tbe 
throwing overboard of tbe tea in Boston har- 
bor; 
bat story and poelry have enriched the 


latter event, and have embalmed It In the 
mtnds of the American people, while tho Gas- 
pee affair has been passed over as a mere In- 
cident. 


But to carry the consideration down to a 


later day, ProfeeeDr Williams points out that 
tbe manufacture ot his state occupy a com- 
manding position, and ho says that no flrm 
"In the magnitude of their operations lu any 
land equals that ot Messrs. B. B. & K.

NOTABLE ANNIVERMMm, 


The Minnesota Bureau of Labor Is making 


astudyof mortgage Indebtedness in that state, 
and some interesting figures hare already 
been published. On January 1,1690, Ihe to- 
tal amount of Indebtedness resting on acre 
property was (75,353,563, and during 1891 
there were foreclosures on lauds representing 
a debt of $2,050,301. The total foreclosures 
on acre property In the state were, therefore, 
2.72 per cent, of the face of the debt. Most 
of the land on which mortgage sales were 
made wu held for speculative purposes. It 
was situated principally in Ramsey, Heune- 
pln, 3'.. Louis, and Washing Lou Counties, but 
seatiered lots were In twelve other counties. 
The morteage debt In sixty-four counties 
mainly devoted to agriculture amounted to 
455 607,704, of which there was sold by fore- 
closure In 1E91, »1,H5,%1. Tli la was 2.06 
per cent, of the amount of the debt In force 
on the same property the precedingyear. But 
wbile the ratio of foreclosure in tbe sixty- 
four agricultural counties wu as given above, 
the ratio In tbe other sixteen was for acre 
property, 4.58 per cent., or 22 times as erett. 
In those couut(e& the debt lu for ce on£acre 
property was $19,747.7W, with an amount of 
foreclosure of 1904,431. The mortgage debt 
on city and town lots iu tbe state was larger 
in amount than upon all acre property, both 
agricultural and speculative, tlm^r au-i min- 
eral. Tbat amount was $122,390,407, on which 
tbece were (off closed »5,95I,46o, or 4 86 per 
ojnt. 
This ratio (or city lots was thus prac- 


tically the same as thit disclosed by the eale 
of speculative acre property in counties like 
St. Lout", Henuepln ar.d Ramsey.
